storm the city. Alone with these are 
expected in come nearly fifty thou­ 
sand relatives and a half dozen aux­ 
iliary societies which hold their an­ 
nual encampment with the G, A. R. 
There will be 
a hundred 
thousand 
vi-itors 
in the Capital 
tomorrow 
night. 


fhe chief feature of the forthcom ­ 
ing Encampment and the one which 
will be of great spectacular inter- 
e-t will be the Grend Review which 
will take 
place 
next 
W ednesday. 
1 in- parade 
of the \ eterans 
will 
mark the 50th 
anniversary 
of the 
Grand 
Review 
of 
the 
victorious 
troops of the Cnion Army, held in 
Washington at the elo-e oL the Civil 
War. It is a -;t»I commentary on the 
grayed rank- to know that the line 
ot march which was praeticalh con­ 
tinuous for two days a half century 
ago 
when 
reviewed 
by 
President 
Johnson and his cabinet, will 
this 
year be reviewed by President Wil- 
"<>11 and his official family in less 
than four hours. 


Gen. Nelson A Miles, retired ha- 
been selected as the Grand Marshall 
of the pageant, and escorted by his 
naval and military aides will head 
t;u* parade from the Peace Monu­ 
ment, at the foot 
of the 
Capitol 
grounds, up historic 
Pennsylvania 
Avenue to the State War and Navy 
'molding. 
The court o f honor will 
be in Executive 
Square, 
which is 
along the last two block- of the line 
of march. 


Here the ’-'resident, with the mem­ 
ber- of his cabinet and the various 
diplomatic and Army and Navv o f­ 
ficers will review the veterans.

the Encampment 
week

demonstrations for 
the in­ 
struction 
and 
interest 
of the old 
soldiers.

stances the falsely and fraudulently 
labeled mericines were seized 
while 
in 
interstate 
commerce. 
Claims 
made by the m anufacturers for the 
curative power- of them* prepara­ 
tions 
ranged 
from 
tuber<ulo-is, 
mnallpox and diphtheria to coughs, 
colds and scalp di-eases. 
A num­ 
ber of other criminal prosecutions 
and seizures are pending in various 
Federal courts throughout the Uni­ 
ted State" because of alleged viola­ 
tions of 
the 
Sherley 
Amendment 
similar to those which have already 
been 
tried. 
The 
officials 
charged 
the 
enforcement 
of 
the 
Food 
and Drugs Act are of the 
opinion 
that the evils of the patent medicine 
business can he stopped only by the 
most drastic action. 


It is pointed out that 
traffic

medicines 
for 
which 
false 
and 
fraudulent claims art1 nu.<le is not 
only an economic fraud of the w o r s t 
kind, in that a 
w o r t h l e s s prepara­ 
tion that costs but a few cents is 
frequently sold for a dollar or more 
a bottle, but that health, and even 
life, i- endangered by failure to se­ 
cure the service of a physician in 
such serious diseases as tuberculo­ 
sis, diphtheria, pneumonia and sc ar­ 
let fever, until too late, because re­ 
liance may have been placed in the 
curative powers of some worthless 
preparation which is claimed to be 
a never-failing remedy. The deluded 
victim may not realize Lis danger 
nntil the disease 
has 
reached 
a 


stage too* far advanced for even the 
ablest physicians to cope 
with 
it. 
Effective treatment depends in most 
cases on applying it during the early 
stages of the di-ease.

throughout the week. This probably 
will be the last encampment held in 
the Nation's Capital, and nothing is 
being neglected to make it the most 
memorable coming together of the 
old soldiers since the Civil war. 


With the cry of "On to Washing- 


ton" once more ringing throughout 
the land, but this tune from 
the 


throats of Union soldiers instead of 
Confederate, a host of thirty thous- 
and old warriors is expected to 
storm the city. Alone with these are 
expected to come nearly fifty thou- 
sand relatives «nd a half dozen aux- 
iliary societies which hold their an- 
nual encampment with the G. A. R. 
There will be a hundred 
thousand 


visitors in the Capital 
tomorrow 


night. 


The chief feature of the forthcom- 


ing Encampment and the one which 
will vbe of great spectacular inter- 
est will be the Grend Review which 
will take 
place next Wednesday. 


This parade of the Veterans wi! 
mark the 50th anniversary of the 
Grand Review of .the victorious 
troops of the Union Army, held in 
Washington at the close of the Civil 
War. It is a sad commentary on the 
grayed ranks to know that the line 
of march which was practically con- 
tinuous for two days a half century 
ago when reviewed by President 
Johnson and his cabinet, will this 
year be reviewed by President Wil- 
son and his official family in less 
than four hours.

way that the old soldiers , will be 
able to meet comrades of their war 
time companions and regiments, no 
matter how widely they have been 
separated during the last half cen- 
tury. Moreover, there will be "get- 
together camp fires," in the evejiing 
which will be addressed by various 
old commanders and high govern- 
ment officials: 
The .veteran sailors 


will also have their "dog watch" 
during which Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels will address them. 


Many Confederate leacers have 


jeen invited to attend the encamp- 
ment, and it is probable several of 
them will be on hand. As this is 
;he last encampment, that will be 
held in Washington, the old Union 
soldiers are straining every effort 
;o be present. Incidentally this is 
ihe 49th annual meeting of the Army 
and the ranks are thinning,so fast 
that there probably will be very few 
more encampments.

greatest crisis is the story of hun-

Washington, Sept. 25.—Two new 


interesting and important features 
have been added to the history of 
the convict problem in the' United 
States..- 
„ Actual co-operation between state 
and Federal authorities in the care 
and management of state convicts. 


The application, on a: large scale, 


of the honor system of government 
to negro convicts. 


This work is about to be taken up 


by the authorities of Fulton county, 
Georgia, and the Office of Public 
roads of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. After a year's study of con- 
vict labor conditions throughout the 
country as applied to road building, 
f. E. Pennybacker, chief of the 
above division, and H. S. Fairbanks, 
highway engineer, who will be in ac- 
tual charge of the work, have com- 
pleted plans for the establishment 
of a portable road-building camp, 
the buildings are to be constructed 
on the portable plan and models for 
use at exhibitions and county fairs 
have just been completed at the bur- 
eau. They are so arranged that the 
sides can be readily taken out and 
screens substituted and Besides the 
bunk rooms there will be the kitch- 
ens, showers, and a recreation room. 
The sanitary work has been'planned 
by Passed Assistant W. F. Draper 
of the Public Health Service and is 
patterned after the method employ- 
ed in army camps. 
:;;!iThere.will'be fifty convicts in the 
camp, who will do all the work of 
assembling the buildings and strik- 
ing them whenever it is necessary to 
move. It is believed that one day 
will be sufficient to make or break 
camp, so carefully and ingeniously 
have the buildings been constructed. 


Officials claim a three-fold merit 


for their program: first, it is bene- 
ficial mentally, morally nad physi- 
cally for, the convicts; 
second, it 


saves the state money by the'intro- 
duction of more scientific methods 
of convict labor and of road con- 
struction; 
and third, it helps the 


state and the country by Turning out 
a greater number of miles of good 
roads every year than have been 
built heretofore.
